Prince Sakel vehemently eppese@ the salectien of Thamreng , 
Navasvasti as Premier to succeed Pridi. He argued Thamreng's 
unsavory reputation ameng politicians and even among the 
general populace would harm the prestige ef the coup d'etat 
ereup. : 


Nai Pridi was aware ef this anti~Thamreng feeling, but felt 
that ef the wen available through whem he could work, Thamrong 
was the nest capable, despite his record of eppertuniss. 

“hen the decisien was reached te elect Thamreng, Prince Sakel’ 
resigned from tne Bahacheep party. Others threatened te de 
likewise, but all were induced to remain, at least fer the 
tine being, to present a united frent against Demecratié party 
eppositien. Prince Sakel did net withdraw his resignatien; he 
postpened it. 


Prince Sakel is expected upon his return te Bangkek, scheduled 
fer late September, to attempt te rally anti-Thamreng elements 
to unseat Thamrong as Premier, if this can be done without 
sacrificing contrel of the gevernnent.
